a large area in the south. 

Aeroplane Dusting.

Having finally rejected the theory 
that Mrs. Richardson was shot acci- 
dentally during a struggle with Vol- 
lard, the police have centered their ef- 
forts in support of the theory that she 
was shot by Pollard. following a quar- 
rel over another woman, whose iden- 
tity has not been revealed and whose 
alleged connection. with the case has 
not been made clear by the authori- 
ties. The police insist there is an- 
othehr woman in the case, intimating 
that she is a choir singer in a local 
¢iurch. They also advance the the- 
ory that jealousy of this Woman 
prompted Mrs. Richardson to go to 
the Pollardy home Monday night to 
seek an understanding with her for- 
mer’ employer. 

Another phase of the case which 
occupied the attention of the detec- 
tives today is the part which J. Mos- 
by West played in the tragedy. West 
is being held as an accessory in the 
killing of Mrs. Richardson. An analy- 
sis of his testimony at the inquest 
and the statement which he made to 
the police on the night of the killing 
has failed to convince the authorities 
that he has told all he knows about 
the visit to Pollard at his home and 
what transpired there. 

Three Vital Points. 


The authorities said today they had 
fuiled to clear up three of the vital 
points in the case. The most impor- 
taunt of these is the exact manner in 
which the woman was shot. ‘The sec- 
ond point is the ownership of the 
pistol with which she was killed and 
the third is the exact spot where the 
shooting occurred. 

There is a conflict in the statements 
of witnesses as ‘to where the shoot- 
ing occurred, according to the police. 
West is said to have told the aujhori- 
ties that the shot was fired while 
Pollard and Mrs. Richardson were 
struggling in the vestibule of the Pol- 
lard home. Neighbors who were at- 
tracted to the scene deciared they 
first saw the body of the young woim- 
an lying on the ground in an area- 
vay between the Pollard home and 
the house adjoining. Assuming that 
the shooting oecurred in the vesti- 
bule, as West said, the police de- 
clare it is unlikely that the young 
woman, shot through the heart, could 
have negotiated the distance from the 
porch to the lawn before she fell. 

Baffling Angles. 

Another incident which the detec- 
tives say they have been unable to ex- 
plain is Poellard’s action in summon- 
ing his lawyer and the latters arri- 
val at the Pollard home several min- 
uies before the emergency officers 
reached the seene. The first officers 
to reach the house said they found 
Pollard in consultation with kis coun- 
sel, Hiram W.. Smith, while the body 
of the young wonan.was lving on the 
lawn. The poliee sumnioned the am- 
bulance which rnshed Mrs. Richard- 
son to the hospital, although appar- 
ently she was dead before her body 
war removed. 

This incident and the movements 
of West in the interim between the 
shootin’ and the arrival of the police 
are two of the most baffling angles 
of the case, according to the authori- 
ties, 

Pollard and West both maintained 
their silence during the seventh day 
of the investigation. Pollard has 
made no statement regarding the kill- 
ing. following the advice of counsel, 
and West has refused to talk since 
he testified at the inquest Thursday. 
Pollard is still at libertv under &10,- 
000 bond, while West’s bail stands at 


$500.

AUTOS AND EYESIGHT. 

In an article entitled “Are Your 
Eyes Fit*to Drive a Car?” appearing 
in the December number of Illus- 
trated World, Dr. Harry E. Pine, an 
optician, takes the position that be- 
fore being permitted “to drive an 
automobile through our busy city 
streets’”’ a man should “prove to 
have visual powers equal to those 
of the railway engineer.” 

He calls attention to the fact that 
“the railroad companies require 
semi-annual eye examinations for 
all their trainmen,” and that ‘‘engi- 
neers are required to have at least 
90 per cent of normal vision, al- 
though the trains these men oper- 
ate are on tracks which the train can: 
not leave, and from which the 
public is fenced or otherwise safe- 
guarded.” 

The point he makes is that the 
American public annually pays a 
fearful toll in precious human life 
to defective vision back of the 
steering wheels of motor vehicles. 

In support of this contention Dr. 
Pine cites numerous convincing re- 
sults of investigations and observa- 
tion by himself and other eyesight 
experts.

There is usually a good reason for 
any action of one of Woodrow Wil- 
son's poise and intellect, and when he 
entered into a law copartnership after 
leaving the white house in 1921 a very 
sick man and an even more misunder- 
stood and erroneously appraised man, 
he had a good motive in doing so.

The nation understands Mr. Wilson 
better now, and he knows and appreci- 
ates it—and it has served as a helpful 
stimulant in mastering the illness that 
has been so trying for these past three 
years. 

But nothing is farther from the 
mind of Woodrow Wilson than to at- 
tempt to become a party dictator, or 
even an active party leader. 

As tite only living ex-president from 
the democratic party—a war executive 
who fell as a wounded soldier in hap- 
ness and in the front of a barrage 
from within; whose towering ability. 
unquestioned fidelity of purpose and 
thought, and whose idealistic ideas of 
universal peace, all combine to make 
him a world figure in the current 
pages of statesmanship and diplomacy, 
and hence there is no argument as to 
the weight of his influence in the 
party of his labors. , 

However, that does not mean that 
Woodrow Wilson. expects, or remotely 
seeks, to take the democratic reins in 
his hand and drive the party organi- 
zation into and through another na- 
tional campaign. 

I can conceive of nothing that would 
be more unwise—viewed either from 
the practical or the idealistic stand. 
points. 

And Mr. Wilson knows it: and his 
closest friends know it. And there 
is na possibility of such an eventu- 
ality.

Let me say in this connection, too, 
that the drift of the American 
thought—the demand of American 
economic conditions—is toward the 
international policies for which Mr. 
Wilson stood. 

He made the one great mistake, in 


my judgment, of standirng too im- 
placable—too indifferent to reason, 
too unmindful of suggestion, too un- 
menable to compromise. 

But that day, when the treaty of 
Versailles could have been ratified 
with reservations that would have 
stricken commitments that were be 
lieved to be contrary to the time-hon-

ored traditions of American national- 
ism, independence, sovereignty— 
reservations that would have abro- 
gated every possible intérference by 
this government in international en- 
tanglements in which it had no part 
or concern—that day is passed; and 
its sequence is written in the history 
of an American commercial and agri- 
cuitural depression that has blaeken- 
ed the post-war record of a great and 
usually resourceful nation. 

Mr. Wilson could have saved that 
day had he listened to others from 
among his frineds and advisers, but 
he stood unflinchingly for the docu- 
ment as he brought it from Europe, 
believing that the correctness of his 
judgment admitted of no compromise. 

At any rate, that is all over, but 
today there is a_ swift tendency 
toward the unescapable necessity 
for American co-operation with the 
Other nations of the world, not only 
looking to universal tranquility, but 
to the rehabilitation of ,internationa! 
trading, the opening of the lanes, the 
re-establishment of international 
trade ecredits—a tendency toward 
making America again a matter vf 
supply in the markets of the world. 

There is no getting away from 
that tendency, and the leaders in 
that thought now were among the 
most urgent ornonents of a similar 
thenght that became the storm center 
of passion and prejudice just three 
years ago. 

And thus Jit is that the pendulum 
of popularity, based upon a clearer 
understanding, is swinging back to 
Woodrow Wilson.

“The devects causing most of the 
accidents due to faulty vision are 
far-sightedness, near-sightedness, 
astigmatism, and a restricted field 
of vision. In a poor light, so- 
called night-blindness greatly -in- 
terferes with the quick perception 
of on-coming traffic. Other defects 
of the eyes which may cause acci- 
dents by automobile drivers are 
blindness of one eye and dquble 
vision. Persons blind in one eye 
have a limited field of vision and 
a loss of the stereoscopic effect, 
and for that reason are poor 
judges of distance.” 


He says “every optometrist 
kgows that there are many people 
driving autos about our streets 
who s¢é so poorly that it is mad- 
ness to allow them to continue,” 
but, he observes, “‘without special 
legislation there is no way to con- 
trol this evil.’’ 

Unquestionably there 4s much 
truth, common sense and sound 
logic in this discussion by Dr. Pine. 

Something ought to be done to 
protect human life and limb against 
faulty vision on the highway; for, 
as he argues further— 

"We would have small respect 
for the judgment of a man who 
gave his child a loaded gun for a 
. plaything; but we, as a nation, are

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Making Your Bid

Today’s Rule—Be sure to have high 
face cards and sure tricks when 
you double an opponent's no trump. 
(). Is there a rule relating to the 

etiquette of auction? 

A. There are certain fundamental 
principles which auction demands 
that players subscribe to. You should 
not make a declaration with empha- 
sis. You should not go behind part- 
ner who is playing the hand and look 
over the hand. You should not call 
attention to the score. You should 
not make remarks across the table 
tv partner. These rules should be 
lived up to strictly. 

(. During the play of the hand, 
ene of my opponents revokes. ‘They 
did not find it out until the trick be- 
fore the last, when the offending 
player played this card. _I claimed a 
revoke and after the deal was com- 
pieted, I turned back my tricks to 


show where the revoke occurred. The 
offending player said “that she did 
not revoke” and pushed all the cards 
together so that I could not have the 
evidence. Is there a penalty for this? 

A. Any player pushing the cards 
together so that the revoke could not 
be established, thereby, makes it a 
revoke, and the penalty must be paid 
for same. 

Q. I am the declarer and bid one 
no trump. Second hand leads a dia- 
mond. At the same moment the fourth 
hand leads a heart. What is the 
penalty for this? 

A. If both adversaries lead simul- 
taneously, the correct lead stands and 
the other is an exposed card. 

Q. Is there a penalty for dou- 
bling a partner’s bid or for redou- 
bling a partner’s double? 

A. There is a penalty of 50 points 
in the adverse honor column. Fither 
< the opponents may exact the pen- 
alty. 

Q. Is there a penalty for a re- 
double of a redouble? 

A. The redouble of a redouble is 
void. The opponents may call either 
for a new deal or a hundred points 
in the honor column.

ENTER MEET 


Chicago, December 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Members of the 
western conference faculty commit- 
tee, after an all-day session Saturday, 
voted to rescind their recommenda- 
tion that “Big Ten” universities re- 
y main out of the intercollegiate track 
and field meet to be held here in 
June. The faculty representative 
December 2, recommended that the 


confererfte teams or individual. stars 
refrain from competing in the meet. 

The reversal of action by the fac- 
ulty committee was a victory for the 
athletic directors and track coaches 
of the “Big Ten,” and a defeat for 
the graduate committee of the con- 
ference which had recommended the 
previous actien of the faculty. 

Major John L. Griffith, athletic 
commissioner of the conference, to- 


gether with Thomas E. Jones, direc- 
tor of athletics at the University of 
Wisconsin, presented the case of the 
athletic directors and the Nationa] 
Collegiate Athletic association to the 
faculty group. . 

Certain recommendations as to the 
conduct of the games were made by 
the faculty committee before partic- 
ipation by the “Big Ten” univer- 
sities Was approved. These frecom- 
mendations, however, will cause no 
friction, because all of them _per- 
tain to questions of policy already 
approved by the National Collegiate 
Athletic association. 

The graduate committee, composed 
of a graduate from each of the con- 
ference universities, which opposed 
the participation of the conference 
teams in the meet, based its con- 
tentions that the national games 
would be damaging to the success of 
the western conferénce out-door cham- 
pionships and would detract atten- 
tion from these games. 
“The action of the faculty com- 
mittee will make the 1922 national 
meet bigger than ever before,” said 
Major Griffiths. “We already have 
been pledged support from the Mis- 
souri Valley conference, Southwest 
conference, Southern, Rocky Moun- 
tain, Pacific-Northwest, ~ Midwest, 
North Central conferences and a 
score of important individual schools.”
